Meetings 


Meetings of A.C.D.H.Q. combined staff were held on 19th March, 2nd April, 
and 16th April. Subjects discussed included reports by the Commandants of the 
Extension Schools held in Vulcan and Grande Prairie, and also a plan presented 
by the Transportation Committee. On 19th March, Mr. Paul Fox, Director of 
Federal Civil Defence Transportation Committee, spoke on the preparation of 
the Federal Plan for transportation. 


Plans for Exercise ''Co-operation I" were discussed at A.C.D.H.Q. Meeting 
on 2nd April. Mr. E. Tyler, Senior Administrative Officer, explained the opera- 
tional procedure and a "dummy run" was made at the Meeting on 16th April. 

Keen interest in the forthcoming Exercise was evident by the large attendance of 
Committee Members, 


Chairmen of these meetings were the Minister of Civil Defence and the 
Provincial Co-ordinator.

Three Courses were held at Alberta Civil Defence School, between 18th March 
and 10th April.

The Alberta Civil Defence School is located in the City of Edmonton, and 
candidates attend from the entire province.

usinesses for any length of time, In view of this it was decided to take Exten- 
tion Schools out to the municipalities, and to give the instruction in the evenings. 


The first of these Extension Schools, which provided a course on Casualty 
Simulation, was held at Lethbridge from 28th January to lst February. Eleven 
candidates took a full course of instruction, and 41 graduate and student nurses 
at the Lethbridge Municipal Hospital attended shorter sessions. 


The second School was a Civil Defence Rescue Course held at Vulcan, 
from 4th to 22nd March, for thirty Civil Defence members from Arrowwood, 
Carmangay, Vulcan, Champion and Milo, and fifteen members of the local 
Militia Regiment, The Calgary Highlanders, Western Command continued to 
co-operate most fully with A.C.D.H.Q. by providing an additional rescue instruc- 
tor and also by making the Vulcan Armouries available for use as class-rooms, 


The fact that some candidates travelled 88 miles daily to attend the course 
shows the interest that was taken, 


Present for the closing of the Rescue Course at Vulcan were the Minister of 
Civil Defence and the Provincial Co-ordinator, Photographs of the final exercise 
are published in this issue. 


The third Alberta Civil Defence Extension School was held at Grande Prairie, 
18th to 22nd March, when an Orientation Course was officially opened by Mayor 
R.M. Millar and Col, A, J. Lavoie, Assistant to the Provincial Co-ordinator. 
Forty-one candidates, from Grande Prairie, Hythe, Beaverlodge, Sexsmith, 
Wembley and Teepee Creek, attended. The course was conducted by instructors 
from A.C.D.H.Q.

A team of eleven, from Alberta, headed by the Provincial Co-ordinator, 
attended a five day conference at the Federal Civil Defence College, Arnprior, 
to assist in planning a Canada-wide exercise, to be held on 10th and 11th May,1957. 


A number of "theoretical'' bombs will fall on the province on 10th, llth May, 
and three Civil Defence Control Centres, Alberta Civil Defence Headquarters, 
Northern Zone Headquarters and the Edmonton Target Area Headquarters, will 
be manned by personnel, including volurteer members of the Civil Defence Corps 
from the municipalities across Alberta,
